| USES MOROCCO AS A FOIL, 


Powers’ Support of French Con- 
tention Pretext for an Ag- 
- gression That Might Mean 
European War. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 3.—The mystery of Ger- 
many’s attitude in the Morocco dispute has, 
from the outset, been a puzzle in diplomatic 
circles as well as to the world at large. It has 
been taken for granted there have been far |

The loss of life on the Tuamotu islands may 
have been heavy. Three years ago 1,000 lives 
were lost therein a similar storm.

Heavy Loss at Papeete. 


Here in Papeete only one life wae lost, but 
the property lose was enormous. In this city 
the Frengh government buildings, the Amer- 
ican consulate, and about seventy-five busi- 
ness houses were demolished. 

The Oceanic Steamship company’s wharves 
were destroyed, the custom house, bonded 
warehouse, the postoffice, the house of the 
captain of the port, the clubhouse, and the 
police headquarters are wrecked. | 


Blows 120 Miles an Hour. 

The ¢ycloné or hurricane reached the 
velocity of 120 miles an hour. It struck 
the islands about midnight on Feb. 7 and 
continued until about 4 o’clock on the next 
afternoon. The island of Anaa, Tuamotu 
group, is believed to have been the center 

of the storm. 

At Papeete about 7 o’clock on the even- 
ing of Feb. 7 the sea began to break 
heavily: over the reef; the waves in the 
harbor washed over the quay. There was 
no perceptible wind. Toward 10 o'clock 
people dwelling in‘ the vicinity of the 
. water front were compelled to abandon 
their homes, saving as a rule only @ small 
portion of their belongings. The mer- 
chants and clerks went to the stores and 
warehouses only to discover that it was 
quite impossible to save the goods on the 
lewer floors. 

An hour later high seas broke, com- 
pletely demolishing the government slip 
and. buildings, peside causing great dam- 
age to the coal sheds. The guardian of 
the arsenal, Teffer Adams, an expert 
swimmer, was in the water for many 
hours and assisted In warning and rescu- 
ing others.

It is pdssible now to throw some light on 
this momentous question. The whole sig- 
nificance of the importance of the Algeciras 
conference is contained in one crucial point, 

Germany has admitted from the start that 
France has special interests in Morocco, 
The contention of the German government, 
made over and over again, has been that 
special interests do not carry with them spe- 
olal rights; in other words, that France is not 
entitled fo any more rights in Morocco than 
any other power. The French argument, 
as is well known, is the reverse of this—name- 
ly: that her special interests in Morocco do 
entitle har to special rights. It may be said 
without reserve that Germany will remain 
immovable in maintaining her position ex- 
cept in oné possible situation. That single 
contingency is that if a majority of the great 
powers should adopt the French view and 
urge Germany to recede she will do so. 


Visions of Buropean War. 

She will/insist, however, that the powers 
giving her this advice give their full assent to 
the general principle involved—mamely: that 
special interests of the great powers in minor 
foreign tefritory do carry special rights. If 
thie be done, Germany will make all neces- 
sary concessions and the Morocco conference 
will come to a speedy conclusion upon the 
linee urged by France and already tacitly ap- 
proved by'a majority of the other powers. 

Paradoxical as may appear, this seem- 
ingly happy reeult scarcely could fail to 
plinge Byrope in war. 

It is Gefmany’s intention in the event of 
such an Agreement at Algeciras to announce 
her purpose to make immediate application 
of this new principle of international law or 
practice. [Bhe will declare she has special 
interests. and therefore entitled to special 
rights in Bolland. 

She witl not at the outset openly annex that 
country any more thas France openly would 
annex Moroceo.

Places. 


That the police department is woefully ins 
adequate to cope with present conditions is 


nicipal government. That the general public 
is lacking in efficient protection from thugs 
becomes more and more apparent. Relief is 
not expected until a substantial is 
made to the force and a complete i 
zation of the department is effected. 

The lack of efficiency is not attributable 
alone to limited numbers, as the department 
would be just as inefficient were the number 
of men increased threefold and the present 
organization maintained. To the lack of or- 
ganization and knowledge of human endur- 
ance must be charged whatever the short- 
comings of the department may be. In the 
meantime the general public is left to look 
after its own interests with the assistance of 
a few policemen who are more fit to occupy 
beds at some rest cure than to perform al- 


leged service for the Chicago police depart- 
ment. 
Work Over Two-Thirds of Time. 

A horse is expected only to work one-third 
of the day, but the Chicago patrolman is 
expected to be on duty thirty-three out of 
every forty-eight hours. This being an in- 
controvertible fact, it ie not to be wondered 
that the average night policeman becomes an 
accomplished loafer and hacks enthusiasm in 
the performance of his duties. 

There are twenty night, four day beats, 
and two “ dogs” at one of the Chicago police 
stations. The night men patrol their posts 
from 7 p. m. to 4 a. m. and report to head- 
quartere every hour. They are not allowed 
any time for a midnight meal. The day mem 
patrol their posts from 8 a. m. to7 p. m., and 
report the same as the night men, but they 
are allowed time off for dinner. The “ dogs” 
travel extended posts from 11 p.m. to7a. m., 
and report to headquarters every hour. 

Every morning one-half the night force 
bunks in the police station and is subject to 
special duty in case of necessity. They are 
not allowed to leave the station except for 
meals or to attend court or for other police 
duty. The day force is subject to the same 
regulations. The “ dogs” put in eight hours 
évery day and are not subject to reserve duty. 
This arrangement gives the day force ten 
men on reserve and the night force two mer. 

The night policeman tramps his post for 
nine hours and is then kept in the station 
house for fifteen hours, and is then sent out 
on his post again, and at the expiration of the 
nine hours is allowed to go home for fifteen 
hours. This makes the policeman perform 
thirty-three consecutive hours of duty in 
every forty-eight hours. He has to perform 
such service for several months before he is 
eligible for a day post, and by that time he fs 
hardly fit for any kind of service. 


In Court When They Should Sleep. 


Zhe records show that more than 90 per 
cent of the arrests are made by the night 
patrolmen. When an arrest is made the 
prisoner is booked to the patrolman making 
the arrest, and he must be in court the fol- 
lowing morning at 9 o'clock to prosecute the 
case or the prisoner is likely to be dismissed 
and the patrolman charged with making an 
arrest without evidence to justify the action. 
At times the policeman is compelled to wait 
about the court for two or three hours, and 
then the case is continued or a change of 
venue demanded, and he must appear the 
second time. 

The result of this is that the night police- 
man is often robbed of sleep. He geldom gets 
to bed before 5 a. m., as he must answer to 
the roll , and when he makes an arrest he 
is compellie® to get up at 8 a. m., remain in 
court until 11 a. m,, and then wait until 
noon, when he is likely to eat a heavy dinner 
and loaf about until late in the afternoon be- 
fore he takes a nap to refresh himself to go 
on duty at7 p.m. Sometimes he is compelled 
to be in the Criminal court all day, or spend a 
good portion of it waiting for the grand jury 
to hear his testimony. 


Insanitary Guarters. 


Another tax on the strength of the average 
patrolman is the insanitary condition of the 
station houses in which he must pase many 
hours. With-the possible exception of East 
Chicago avenue, Hyde Park, Sheffield ave- 
nue, Woodlawn, and South Chicago stations 
there is not a station house in the forty-four 
precincts that is fit to house cattle, and this 
is especially true of the stations in the first 
district, which includes Harrison and Twen- 
ty-second street. 

In no other city in the world are the men 
compelled to work as many hours or as con- 
tinuously as in Chicago. In New York the 
men are eight hours on post, eight hours in 
the station on reserve, and eight hours at 
home, the next day they work eight hourson 
post and have sixteen hours at home. In 
the winter monthe the posts are doubled and 
the men work in four hour shifts. 


PRISONER IN COURT FELLS 
ASSISTANT STATE’S ATTORNEY 


Frank Crowe Knocked Down by’ Joseph 
Brown, Convicted and Sentenced for 
Holding Up a Man. 


Frank Crowe, assistant state’s attorney, 
was knocked down and rendered uncon- 
scious by a blow struck by Joseph Brown, 2 
prisoner before Judge Honoré yesterday. 
Brown again attempted to strike the fallen 
prosecutor, but was caught by William Mc- 
Mahon, a bailiff, who choked him into sub- 
mission. 

Brown on Sept. 14 was found guilty of a 
charge of robbery. He was taken before 
Judge Honoré to receive his sentence. Fred- 
erick Eggers, the complainant, alleged that 
Brown had held him up at the point of a re- 
volver and robbed him of a gold watch and 
some money. 

After the prisoner had been sentenced to 
the penitentiary for a term from one year 
to life imprisonment he turned on Mr. Crowe, 
who had prosecuted him. Brown made no 
attempt to escape. 

Mr. Crowe was revived in a few minutes.

Miss Winkler 
told him that she had tried to take her heh 
life by swallowing half an ounce of ch 
form a few hours previous to his visit, but te 
could detect no symptoms of palecning from 
the drug. 


Dying Girl Blames Mrs. Benn: 


Miss Winkler informed Louise Mordaunt, 
manager of the hospital, that Mrs. Benn had 
operated upon her. 

The statement was written down, and then 
was signed by the girl, with two names,one 
“Otillle Winkler,” and the other “Mrs. Rahn.” 
It appearts‘that she had been keeping com- 
pany for five years with Willlam Rahn, a 
tinner, and wes to have been married to him 
soon. She said she was marrie@ to him, but 
this was denied by her peared: She fied 
Friday night.

He said Miss Maddison before her 
death made a statement that Mrs. Hagenow 
performed an operation on her and that ithe 
man responsible for her condition was a 
young married attorney in Salt Lake City.

THEATERS IN MORE TROUBLE;

Building Inspector Reports Majestic 
and Chicago Opera House Are Disre- 
garding the City Ordinances.

It is said by those acquainted with the de- 
tails of the Walsh collapse that there are but 
two possibilities for such steps by the govern- 
ment authorities. The first of these is the 
possibility that the three directors who at- 
tested to the alleged misstatements in the 
banker's report to the controller of the cur- 
rency are as lable as he for the the report.

Smyth, and William Best; but it was stated 
by the persons who gave the information that 
they signed the document as a matter of 
routine business without being aware of its 
contents. 


Friends of Walsh Hopeful. 


Mr. Walsh’s friends repeated the declara-

They asserted .lso 
that the banker himself was ignorant, except 
as to a general knowledge of its tot als, and 
signed the statement as it was prepared for 
nim by his employés in the bank.

Notes to Be Investigated. 


The other contingency upon which some of 
the banker's associates may be arrested is 
that some of them in signing what! are 
known as combination notes or memorgndum 
notes, by which; it is alleged, Walsh loaned 
money to others but on his own securities and 
for his own benefit, brought themselves 
within the pale of the law. Assistant Dis- 
trict Kttorney Childe and Attorney Currey 
both stated that.such steps might be legal 
under some circumstances, and under others 
bé pronounced a misdemeanor. It is not yet 
known that any of Walsh's loans come under 
the second classification. The names of the 
persons who signed such notes for him have 
not been learned, but it has been reported 
several times that John D. Blount, son of the 
vice president of the Chicago National, had 
taken part in such operations to a large ex- 
tent. This was denied yesterday with a 
counter statement that many of Walsh's 
indorsees were his own employés, including 
bookkeepers and clerks.

REPORT OF EMPRESS’ DEATH 
DIVIDES ¢ CHINESE ENVOYS. 


Liberal and Leyal You Factions in Trade 
Commission in America Quarrel and 
Party Separates. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 8.—[Special.]—The 
reported death of Tei An, empress dowager 
and real ruler of China, is declared to have 
been the cause of a serious diepute that is 
about to divide the imperial high commis- 
sion, now on its way from Seattle to St. 
Paul. Prinee Tsai Tse, a cousin of the em- 
peror, is the head of the commission and is 
the representetive, naturally, of the ruling 
dynasty with ite conservative tendencies. 

But others of the party, including, it is 
gaid, a number of Cantonese secretaries and 
Ii Sheng To, the Chinese minister to Bel- 
gium, who is the third commissioner, are all 
well disposed toward the liberal movement 
now threatening the Peking throne, and Have 
seized the occasion of the empress’ reported 
death to assert their active sympathy with 
the so-called “ new China.” 


Clash in Talk Over Death. 


On the announcement of the death of the 
empress dowager the members of the commis- 
scion are reported to have engaged in a heated 
discuse@ion that took an acrimoniousturn. It 
was only by the ttmost endeavors of haifa 
dozen cool headed ones that a semblance of 
the wohted dignity of the distinguished party 
was preserved. Inany event it already is an- 
nounced that three of,the forty-one members 
of the commission wert left behind at Sea ttia, 
and the remaining thirty-eight members will 
divide in St. Paul and take different traine 
eastward. 

Whether those who deserted on the const 
are going to Washington through San Fran- 
gisco or are intending to return to China is 
not known here. But it officially fs stated 
by the Burlington road management that 
twenty-two of the eminent Chinese will start 
from here for Chicago on Monday morning.

| American Consulate Collapsed. 

About 8 o'clock in the morning the 
‘American consulate, the oldest structure 
in Papeete, having been built about 1836, 
collapsed. In the absence of the Ameri- 
can consul his mother, Mrs. Doty, super- 
vised the removal of the archives, aided 
by several missionaries. Mrs. Doty was 
in serious jeopardy several times in the 
waves. The records temporarily were 
stored at the Latter Day Saints’ mission 
house. Mr. Doty’s family also accepted 
their hospitality. Beyond the Ameriocaz 
consulate several government buildings, 
including the treasury and storehouses, 
sustained great damage. | 

The British consulate was slightly dam- 
aged.

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the science of agricultural and foodchemistry 
as no other mar in the world has done. To 
his brilliant analyses of food products, liquids, 
and drugs is due more than to anything else 
the present brilliant prospect for the pure 
food law. He demonstrated as a scientific 
fact the shocking adulteration of common 
articles of food! and drink, and he went 
farther and showed¢hrough his poison squad 
and similar extraordinary experiments that 
certain preservatives, commonly used by 
manufacturers, were dangerous to health 
even in limited quantities. 


Poisoners Up in Arms. 

It was the data supplied by Dr. Wiley which 
stirred up the frauds of the country. The 
bogus whisky men, who realized that a day 
of reckoning was toming for their dangerous 
compound, hurried their lawyer to Wash- 
ington and have kept him here ever since. 

The patent medicine men, some of whom 
are extremely dangerous to the health of the 
community, because they reach ignorant and 
unthinking classes most commonly, also took 
alarm. They were followed in turn by the 
manufacturers of m¢at products, who set 
things upon the breakfast tables of the coun- 
try which had been preserved with salicylic 
and boracic acid. . 

The packers who put up potted chickep 
made of pigs’ feet,,and all the other purvey- 
ors of fraudulent food products, sent repre- 
sentatives here to Washington. As a matter 
of courge, they concentrated their attack upon 
Dr. Wiley, because the Indiana chemist with 
the Harvard education was indefatigable in 
hig scientific efforts to determine the truth 
and was constantly incorruptible in publish- 
ing his investigation at the proper time. 

When the whisky men found out that they 
wasted their money: in hiring an indifferent 
lawyer to represent them before the congres- 
sional committees, and when the manufactur- 
ers of wooden nutmegs and bogus peppers 
likewise discovered that the people were de- 
manding a national standard of food purity, 
they all united to attack Dr. Wiley, and de- 
clared they were afraid of the pure food law 
because it attempted to put so much power 
in his hands. They pointed to the fact that 
he had made repeated analyses, and insisted 
that he was * prejudiced ” against all tg a 
of fraudulent food products. 

They were quite right about this, sind Dr. 
Wiley’s “ prejudice” ig a little bit the most 
fortunate thing the réal public of the United 
States has been made the beneficiary of in the 
government line for many a long year. 


Congress Stands by Wiley. 

As a result of this antagonism of the manu- 
facturers of fraudulent food and drink to the 
one man who has most persistently exposed 
their practices, the house committee has de- 
cided to broaden the provisions for the defini- 
tion of food standards so as to dissipate the 
charge that Dr. Wiley alone is to be made the 
arbiter. An amendment proposed by the house 


secretary of agriculture shall be assisted in 
determining the proper standard of food and 
drink products by a board which shall consist 
of the chief of the bureau of chemistry, who 
le now, of course, Dr. Wiley, and in addition 
a skilled pharmacologist, a physiological 
chemist, a pathologist, a biologist, and a bac- 
terlologist, all of whom shall be of recognized 
standing. In addition to that it is provided 
that the secretary of agriculture may call 
in such other experts as he sees fit. 

It should be understood, because the whisky 
men in particular have attempted to deceive 
the people in this regar, that no manufac- 
turer or jobber is put at the mercy of the 
United States department of agriculture. 
This special board of experts which is pro- 
vide@ for in the amendment to be adopted 
by the house, has no authority except to Je- 
velop evidence. It can examine articles of 
food and drink, drugs, and nostrums, dut 
it has no power to impose a penalty. It is 
cvetieutek for the sole purpose of deter- 
mining whether any particular article is pure 
or impure, adulterated or not. 


Fair Trial Provided For. 


UWader the law to be passed shortly no man 
can be prosecuted except in the courts. He 
has an opportunity to be heard first of all 
‘before the seoretary of agriculture. He can 
combat any evidence given by Dr. Wiley and 
the board of experts, and he is not subject 
to any penalty before the department, wheth- 
er he makes good hisclaimeornot. He must 
be prosecuted in 2 federal court for the vio- 
lation of pure food law. He hae every op- 

unity to introduce evidence, and the 

ing by the board of experts headed by 
Dr. Wiley is in no sense firial nor ie it in any 
way binding upon the court or the jury. 

The work of this board of experte is merely 
to procure evidence in behalf of the people 
for the prosecution of persone or corpore- 
tions who are alleged to be violating the law. 
Even if Dr. Wiley did this work all by him- 
eelf, his findings would be. no more conclu- 
sive in court. than those of the board of ex- 
perte. 
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the Netherlands must under existing treaties 
lead to immediate war, and France probably 
would be the first to take belligerent-action. 
Germany also would claim special rights 
based on special interests in Austria-Hun- 
gary, in case developments in the pending 
crisis made it to her advantage to do so. 


Kaiser Has Another Plan. 


Such are Germany's plans in case the Alge- 
ciras conference resulte in an apparent vic- 
tory for France. On the other hand, if the 
other powers do not support the French claims 
and the conference has an abortive result, 
Germany promptly will raise the Abyssinian 
questions, where similar issues are involved. 
There are railway and other concessions 
there which would create special French, 
Italian, and English interests, and the prin- 
ciple now advocated by France itn Morocco 
will be pressed for solution. 

In fact, Germany fs creating a situation of 
the greatest difficulty and danger, and the 
problem for the neutral powers is one of ex- 
treme delicacy. It is no part of German 
policy to make war. The writer is able to 
say, with full knowledge, that in no event 
will war be declared by Germany. Still she 
more than,half expects war. 


Would Make France Aggressor, 


Germany thinks that under certain ¢ir- 
cumstances France, as in 1870, will become 
the technical aggressor, and when one con- 
siders the deep laid plan above outlined 
it is obvious it might easily have such a fe- 
sult. It has this advantage also for Ger- 
many, she ‘will be able practically to select 
her own time for the conflict if the rupture 
become inevitable. 

The kaiser does not desire war at the pres- 
ent moment. He is fully aware that a war 
with France means war with Britain algo, 
despite the change in the government of 
this country, and such a struggle, with the 
German navy in an incomplete state, would 
be a catastrophe to be avoided if possible 
for the next two or three years. 

It can be repeated on the highest authority 
that it is no part of German designs at at Al- 
geciras to force Europe into a conflict. Ger- 
many’s purpose is far deeper and far subtler 
than that, and it rests with the representa- 
tives of the powers at the conference to de- 
termine to what extent it shall.eucceed. 


CONFERENCE TO DISCUSS POLICE. 

ALGECIRAS, March 3. —The conference on 
Moroccan reforms took a most important step 
today by deciding, on the initiative of Great 
Britain, to proceed to the immediate discus- 
sion of the police question. After Sir Arthur 
Nicolson, chief of the British delegation, had 
submitted this proposition, the Marquis Vis- 
conti Venosta, head of the Italian mission, 
actively seconded It, eloquently appealing for 
conciliation and asking for the abandonment 
of the absolute and unbending standpoints 
taken by France and Germany. His words 
were listened to with deference. 

The voting showed that Germany had with 
her Austria and Morocco, while eight repre- 
sentatives of powers supported Sir Arthur 
Nicolson. Belgium and Sweden announdged 
that they would abide by the decision of the 
‘majority. One of the delegates then proposed 
that the police question be referred to a ape- 
cial committee which should prepare a proj- 
ect and submit it to the conference, but this 
proposition received a negative vote. 


British Action Stirs Congress. 
The result of the vote on Sir Arthur Nicol- 
son's proposal has caused something of a 
sensation, as it means that the delicate 
Franco-German contest over the policing of 
Morocco has been forced to a decisive isaue 
in which both sides will be compelled to show 
their hands. 

Moreover, the vote gave the first indication 
of the strength of the twosides. While this 
was not decisive, as the question was not 
upon the merits of the police, yet it disclosed 
thet Austria. and Morocco were the only 
countries voting with Germany. 

It is understood that France will not pre- 
sent a police project to the conference and 
that therefore she will be coneuked simply 
on the question of principle involved. It is 
expected that the discussion of the question 
of police will begin Monday.

Hiundreds of complaints from dissatisfied 
subecribers of the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany were received last week by Ald. Linn 
H. Young, chairman of the council com- 
mittee on gas, oll, and electric lights. 

Ald. Young was sorting them out yester- 
day, putting those that complained about 
the extension phones into one pile, those that 
protested against raising the rates through 
the measured service proposition into an- 
other, and so on. The largest pile was from 
those who protested against the measured 
rate plan. 

Some time within the next two weeks, as 
soon as negotiations with the telephone com- 
pany for an extension of its franchise are 
reopened, it is the intention of the commit- 
tee to devote one entire day to complaints 
from subscribers. 


| Some of the Complaints. 

A few of the letters received follow: 
Charles. 8. Clark, Grain Dealers’ Journal, 
does not believe in chartering a new tele- 
phone company. His idea is expressed as 
follows: 

* License a company. that is competent to 
supply needed facilities and then regulate it 
rigidly in the interest of the public. The sug- 
gestion to charter a new conrpany is non- 
sense. We have one too manhy telephone 
companies now.” 

H. D. Haff & Co., manufacturers of shoes at 
207 Monroe street, file a protest against 
‘granting the Chicago Telephone company 
any franchise that will not include unlimited 
service, and good service at that, for as low 
‘a rate as can possibly be secured."’

Talks on Telephone Decisioh. | 

“ In the first place,’’ said the gianiioe 
sel, “the decision is the first squarely ¢x- 
pressed opinion by the Supreme court that 
quo warratito proceédings will lie to dust a 
company from privileges conferred by gity 
ordinance. This will affect every stréét car 
line involved in the pending quo warkanto 
proceedings against the City railway abd the 
Union Traction company. 

“Like the telephone company, the hi et 
car companies are opposing these*proceedings 
on the ground that the city and village grants 
are not franchises. 
‘was defeated in this contention. 

“Tn the second place,” continued Mr. 
Plumb, ‘“‘the decision that grants from 
villages expire on annexation to the city will 
favor the city in the traction litigation. It 
will affect eighty-four of the total 224 miles 
of the City railway's system laid under 
grants from Hyde Pafk and the towns of 
Laké and Cicero, and twelve more miles 
laid under supervisors’ permits. 

“It will affect such trunk lines as Cottage 
Grove avenue and State street south of Thir- 
ty-first, Ashland avenue and Halsted street, 
Forty-seventh, Sixty-third, and Sixty-sey- 
enth streets, and several others. It wil) af- 
fect nearly all Union Traction lines north 
of Fullerton. avenue bullt before 1889, includ- 
ing Clark street and Evanston avenue, as 
authorized by the town of Lake View. The 
result of the decision will be to wipe out all 
the permits granted by supervisors. 


Compares the Two Cases. 

" This is a point which never was raised by 
counsel! for the city in the traction litigation 
and they cannot claim the credit for it. They 
have claimed that the grants of the towns and 

villages might be terminated by various con- 
siderations, but never urged the abrogation 
by annexation. That was too good a victory 
to think of.”’ 

“ But the point has been raised before the 
United States Supreme court, has if not?’ 
interposed Mayor Dunne. 

“ Yes,’' replied Mr. Plumb. “ We have filed 
& copy of the telephone decision with the 
court at Washington and I have been in- 
formed that it has been distributed to all the 
justices. I beileve that the national tribunal! 
will hold with the state Supreme court as it 
has done in analogous cases... This decision 
means that public utility corporations must 
live up to the terms of their contracts with 
the city or get out of the streets.”’ 

In answer to another question from the 
mayor Mr. Plumb said the decision, applied 
ta the traction. case, would give the mayor 
forty additional miles of expired franchises 
for his municipal system. 


Raises Double Fare Question. 

Frank Buchanan rose to ask whether the 
people in the Twenty-seventh ward would 
have to pay two fares under municipal own- 
ership—one fare. on the city line and another 
on the unexpired private line, 

“No,” said Mr. Plumb. “ The city can buy 
the unexpirec franchise or parallel the line. 
This would be the situation in part of Mil-

Special Event for Engine Propelled Craft 
to Be Run in Connection wita Yacht 
Contest on That Date.

ae project has long been contemplated and 
it was definitely decided upon at the quar- 
terly meeting of the directors held at the 
clubhouse ‘last night. Howard Shaw, aseo- 
ciate editor of Fore n’ Aft, and one of the 
most active power boat owners in the city, 
Was appointed chairman of a special com- 
mittee to handle all matters pertaining to 
the new auxiliary. He will select his asso- 
clates. 

Motor Boat Is Recognized. 

Members of the Columbia club realize the 
motor boat is each year becoming more popu- 
lar, and that something should be done for 
the men in the organization who own them. 
While much attention will be given to racing, 
it is said the newly appointed committee will 
frown upon the introduction of freak spéed 


\eraft, and encourage as much as possible the 


building of seaworthy boats of the cabin 
type, several of which are already enrolled in 
the squadron of the club. The power boat 
adjunct will in no way interfere with the, 
yachting arrangements and fixtures, as it will 
be run by its own subofficers and regatta 
committee, and the dates for their contests 
will in most instances be sandwiched in be- 
tween those selected for the sailing boats. 

With the power boat race as an 
feature, the Michigan City race should prove 
to be the greatest ¢vent of the kind ever “held 

on fresh water, as all power boat owners on 
Lake Michigan will be invited to compete, ¥: 
the liberal prize list which is assured 
bring out a large number of entries. 

While nothing definite has been done In re- 
gard to it, there seems to be a well grounded 
belief among local yachtsmen that the Chi- 
cago Power Boat club will eventually become 
merged with the Columbia Yacht club; in 
fact, it may become a case of ** Hobson's 
choice” if the power boat men of the city are 
to be held together, as the attitude of the 
south park commissioners continues to be 
hostile, and by the time the season opens the 
Chicago Power Boat club may be unable even 
to make its headquarters in its floating club- 
house as it @d last summer. 


‘| Membership Limit Raised. 

The logical argument seeme to be that inas- 
much as a large part of the membership of 
the organization also belongs to the Colum- 
bia Yacht club, the motor boat men would 
be brought collectively into the big Rando:ph 
street club if they are refused a permit to 
locate at any point along the lake shore. At 
the meeting last night ‘the Columbia direc. 
tors voted to raise the membership limit 
from 400 to 600, and this in itself is considered 
by many as being significant. 

Anent the power boats, it is announced 
that Dr. 8. Robert Zeit of Northwestern 
university has ordered built in Michigan City 
a craft which is a distinct innovation tn the 
motor boat line. The craft will be 33 feet 
in length, with a beam of 9 feet. It will be 
of the hunting cabin type, and will draw 2 
feet 8 inches of water. Its chief distinc- 
tion, however, lies in the motive power, which 
will be obtained from three gasoline engines 
set in line athwartships. The middie engine 
will be four cycle, slow speed, while the 
smaller outside pair wil] each be two cycle, 
slow speed, the combined horse power of the 
trio developing approximately twenty. 


Breakdowns Not Feared. 


The fuel used will be gasoline, and one of 
the many ad@vantages claimed for the ar- 
rangement of the engines is that each will 
have its own batteries, spark coil, and tank, 

a fact which will make disablement from 

4 breakdown practically impossible and, in- 
sure the running of the boat as long as one 
of the engines is in working order. Three 
propellers will be utilized—one coupled to 
each engine shaft. A boat of the same type 
is being used in San Francisco, and it is said 
to be a success in every way. 

The following regulations governing the 
Michigan City race were adopted by the Co- 
lumbia Yacht club at last night’s meeting: 
COURSE—Van Buren street gap to pierhead et 

Michigan City, 32 knots. 

CONDITIONS—For. cruising power boats, defined 
as having beam at water line not less than one- 
sixth of the water line length, This rule is for 
boats less than 40 feet, water line length. They 
must have a cabin, or at least a substantial sta- 
tionary canopy, or top, with a full set of side 
curtains, permanently fastened to canopy or top, 
arranged to roll up under canopy and not be 

“stowed tn lockers. Power may be any engine 
using gasoline or kerosene for fuel, and not re- 
quiring steam boiler. 

CREW—Must not be changed during race, and 

must consist of not less than three persons for 

boats less than 30 feet and not less than four for 
boats 30 feet and 

ELIGIBILITY—Al te on the great lakes, or 
from waters tributary thereto, within the speci- 
fications, are eligible. 

EQUIPMENT—Boats must carry stationary fuel 
tanks permanently piped to the engine, and at 
least four gallons per h. p. must be provided 
for internal combustion engines. Each boat 
must carry at least one anchor with not less 
thar 100 feet of rope, side lights and other lights 
required by federal regulations, buckets, one life 
preserver or ring buoy for each member of crew, 
compass, charts, lead line, cushions, blankets, 
cooking outfit, and stores for at icast two days. 
Anchor must weigh at least one pound for every 
foot W. L.. length up to 40 feet. 


Rating and Allowances. 

RATING AND ALLOWANCES—Wiill be caicu- 
lated under the rules of the American Power Boat 
association for 19056, except constant use in figur- 
ing h. p. of two stroke engines, shall be 850 in- 
steam of 750. 

TIME ALLOWANCE—WiIl! be figured - thirty- 
two knots, A. P. B. A. rules. 

MEASUREMENTS—To be made by a pa meas- 
urer appointed by the C. Y. C., who will work in 
conjunction with a committee of two and with 
the measurer of the yacht club at the home port 
of entering boat, or the regular measurer of the 
Columbia Yacht club in case the boat be meas- 
ured at Chicago. All boats must be measuret 
before 6p. m. on June 14. Rating and allowances 
will be posted at the T. Y. C. clubhouse at noon 
on June 15. Owners shall be required, if re- 
quested by this committee, to furnish a certificate 
stating that no changes have been made in hull, 
propeller, or machinery after measurement. 
This committee shall have full power to reject 
any boat. 

ANCHORING-—Boats may anchor or enter any 
port if necessary through stress of weather. 

TOWING—Any boat accepting a tow will be dis- 
qualified. 

Gasoline or Kerosene the Fuel. 

FUEL—Commercial gasoline or kerosene of any 
grade may be used as fuel. Emnergine, petric 
acia, ether, or other ingredients to increase 
power will not be allowed. 

LOG~—Each captain must keep 4 log giving time 
of passing stake boats and other competing boats. 
This must be handed to the regatta committee not 
jater than one hour after finish of race. Captains 
must notify committee at once if they have aban- 
doned the race. 

PROTESTS—No protests as to measurements, 
rating, or allowance will be accepted after start 
of race; other protests must be made within 
twelve hours after first boat finishes. 

INSPECTION~—The measuring committee will in- 
spect and pass on the eligibility of boats. Boats 
must be at the C. Y. C. anc‘eorage for inspection 
by the committee at noon June 15.

TWO BIG AUTOMOBILE ORGANIZA- 
TIONS MAY CONSOLIDATE. 


Election of Farson and Gorham as 
President and Secretary of Ameri- 
enh Association Revives Talk of 
a Union with the Motor League— 
Many Big Racing Events Sched- 
uled to Be Contested This Summer, 
Europe Having Chief Attractions, 


Now that John Farson and Sydney 8. Gor- 
ham of Chicago have been installed as presi- 
dent and -secretary, respectively, of the 
American Automobile association, there is 
talk of a probable consolidation of the A. A. 
A. and the American Motor league, the rival 
organization, at the head of which is Isaac 
B. Potter, famous as a leader in the ald 
League of American Wheelmen. 

The attempt to. bring about this merger, 
made two years ago, atill is fresh in the 
minds of the motorists, but since that time 
the advantages to be gained through such a 
consolidation have become more and more 
apparent to those striving to bring it about. 
The American Automobile association is 
essentially a sporting organization, bending 
most of its energies to promoting events 
like the Vanderbilt cup race and the Glidden 
tour. On the other hand, the American Mo- 
tor league follows along old L. A. W. lines, 
plugging continually for good roads, erecting 
** danger” sign posts, establishing official 
hotels and repair shops where its members 


can get reduced rates, and fighting oppressive . 


legislation. 

Combining. these two organizations, it ‘he 
believed, would result in one giant body that 
would-do motoring more good than two as#o- 
clations, powerful though they may be.: The 
rivalry éxisting between the two has kept 
them apart heretofore. 

Of late the American Automobile associa- 
tion has shown a disposition to eneroach on 

M. Ll. territory, for it is now active in 
forming state associations, which the A. M. 
L. has been doing for some time. The A: A. 


A., which is made up of clubs which represent 


7,000 motorists, evidently has realized that 
there is something else of interest to mo- 
torists than road.races and tours, hence its 
activity. 


Much Expected of Officers. 


Those who have followed the trend of the 
situation believe energetic hustlers like Far- 
son and Gorham will be quick to see the ad- 
vantages to be gained through a merger, and 
that, when they are oncé firmly in the A. A. A. 
saddle, they will lose no time in getting the 
lay of the land with regard to a consolidation 
of the two big organizations. 

President Potter has not declared himself 
in the matter, but it is thought he is so broad 
minded he will appreciate the advantages to 
be gained for the automobilists if such a deal 
can be put through. 

Practically the same situation exists in

Bernard Shaw on 


Amateur Actors. 
By Bernard Shaw. 


I have a strong grudge against clubs of 
amateur acters,. because they habitually in- 
sult the art they dabble in by assuming that 
it is a sin which can only be covered by 
charity. It is quite a common thing for or- 
ganigzers of amateur performances to appeal 
to the author to forego his fees on the ground 
that the proceeds are to be given to some 
charitable institution. That ig to say, a 
poptlar author is asked to hand over 
some hundreds a year to amateur societies 
to give to their pet charities, and that, too, 
without the. slightest guarantee that the 
management of the performance will be busi- 
ness like enough to realize for the charities 
the whole value of his contribution, or, in- 
deed, any part of it atall. A more umreason- 
able demand can hardly be imagined within 
the limits of practicable human audacity. 
Even professional millionaire philanthropists 
like Mr. Gargpegie and Mr. Passmore Edwards 
reserve the tight to choose for themselves 
the objects of their endowments. 

. rere 

Besides, the charity of amateurs is hardly 
ever really~-charitable-in. its motive. It isa 
mere coat of whitewash for an indulgence 
which is régarded ds “questionable, if not 
pésitively disreputable; [It is also adulterat- 
ed by a desire for the acquaintance of the 
titled patrons and patrohesses of charities. 
And the economic effect of the performance, 
when the expenses ileaye any surplus, is sim- 
ply to/relleve the ratepayers of their social 
obligations by helping to keep hospitals out 
of public hands and in private onea.. Why 
on earth should a playwright be expected to 
contribute to the rates of places he nevér has 
lived in? 

- 


Almost all amateurs desire. ‘to imitate the 
theater rather than toacta play. They actu- 
ally call their performances’ theatricals,’’ 
and are ae proud of that illiterate insult as 
any genuine dramatic artist would be out- 
raged by it. They lose all their ordinary 
detent instinots the moment they give them- 
selves up to what they privately think fs the 
sin of acting. You see.gentlemen who are 
morbidly particular about the cut and fit of 
their coats and trousers walking on the stage 
in’ ludicrously mistitting ‘tunics from the 
costunier’s amateur ragieag. You see the 
amateur carrying a tinsel topped pantomime 
gpser for the hire of whieh-he hae paid more 

han the local biacksmith would have charged 
him for a real spear. Women who would die 
rather than be dowdy in church or at a gar- 
dent party face the footlights in costumes and 
makeups which no self-respecting figure in a 
penny waxwork would tolerate. Reach me 
down dresses, reach me down scenery, reach 
me down equipments are considered good 
enough for dramatic masterpleces—are posi- 
tively preferred to decent and beautiful 
things because they are so much more 
theatrical.

As to plays, they, too,.must.be second hand 
reach me downs.

F, nh as a life trustee.: He said that 
for twenty-five years Mr. Bénson had de- 
voted himself most disintereste@ly to the 
cause of Shakespeare and had produced more 
plays of the poet—thirty-three out of thirty- 
seven—than any other actor or manager, Iiv- 
ing or dead.

PARLIAMENT CUTS OFF $90,000,000 
A YEAR FOR. POLITICS. 


Chamber of Deputies Votes Work- 
men’s Pension Act, Which Will Re- 
quire $70,000,000 Annually—Vine 
Growers Who Diatill Alcochel Given 
Privileges Which Cost the Less of 
Revenue of $20,000,000 More—Sen- 
ate Repels Attacks on Army.

PARIS, March 8.—Parliamentary labors 

were particularly active during the last week, 
which was one of the last of the session, but 
one cannot say that it has been, fruitful in 
results, for the chamber is like a dying man, 
in doubt about his salvation, after having dis- 
inherited his family in order to gain an en- 
trance to heaven. 

It sacrifices national interest to the desires 
of electors, who threatened to abandon their 
deputy. It sacrifices everything to the elec- 
torial intrigue. Thus it voted the workmen's 
pension law, which, in addition to the tax 
imposed on the workmen and employers, will 
cost the budget a sum which is reckoned at 
the lowest figure at $70,000,000. 

After having voted this formidable expendi- 
ture, the chamber proceeded to amuse itself 
by demolishing the receipts and diminishing 
the resources of the budget. It reéstablished 
the priviliges of the “ bouilieurs de cru.’’ The 
“ boullleurs de cru’ and vine growers who 
distill alcohol from the grapes. This privi- 
lege consists in not being under the surveil- 
lance of the excise officers and not being 
obliged to declare how much alcohol they pro- 
duce. Thus they are able to consume and 
even to hold this alcohol, depriving the treas- 
ury of the high tax levied on this product. 

It is estimated that the reéstablishment of 
this privilege means a loss to the budget of 
$20,000,000. As there are several hundred 
thousand “ boullleurs de cru’”’. in. France, 
they take advantage of their numbers toter- 
rorize deputies. 


Postal Reform Costs Heavily. 

Another reform, also anti-democratic, is 
going to cost the treasury as much as the 
privilege of the “ bouilleurs de cru.” This 
is the lowering of the price of postage on 
letters in France from 15 to 10 cerztimes 
(8 to 2 cénte). The people who gain most 
by this reform are the senators and depu- 
ties who have extensive correspondence, the 
bankers, and big business firms. The,peas- 
ant and the workman, who do not write 
betters, will not be more benefited by postal 
reform than by the privilege of the.“ bouil- 
leurs de cru.”’ 

Then, continuing its evil work, the cham- 
bers lowered the duration of the period of 
instruction for, the reserve and territorial 
army. As the senate, which already nas re- 
jected a number of such propositions, will 
reject this one, the chamber wanted to in- 
corporate it with the budget so as t> force 
the senate to vote it under penalty of leav- 
ing France without a budget. 


Ministry Upholds Army. 

M. Rouvier’s ministry, however, did not 
—. itself to this combination. It made 

ch incorporation a question of confidence, 
as it did in the senate for postal reforn. 
It obtained a victory on this point, and the 
chamber contented itself with passing a bill 
which will be rejected by the senate. 

It really is fortunate that the constitution 
of 1875 organized a senate which has not the 
same election or same pericdicity as the 
chamber, and which can oppose this léegisia- 
tive folly, for one really cannot understand 
this reduction of military instructions coin- 
ciding with the reduction in the length of 
military service from three to five years. 


Politics of the Week. 

We have had this week two political 
speeches of the first order—one by M. Mil- 
lerand, who seems willing to lend himself 
to an arrangement, and manifestly is prepar- 
ing for the next cabinet after the general 
election, of which he would be premier. He 
has laid down a sort of ministerial program, 
in which he proposed the solution of all polit- 
ical problems now pending.

Jaures, who spoke in the Salle des Société 
Savantes, on the union of teachers. The

pot stil, Distillers of the Highlands are 
jubilant, but the Edinburgh blenders are 
most indignant, arguing that it is impossible 
that a stroke of a magistrate’s pen should 
deprive of its name an article which for sixty 
years has been Known as whisky.”

AMERICAN COMPANIES NOT WOR- 
BIED OVER FRENCH LAW. 


Delay in Interpretation of Regula~ 
tions Adopted Year Ago Gives Ne 
Alarm toe Concerns with Headquar- 
ters im United States—Director ef 
One Says Imeatitutions Can Stand 
What Restrictions Are Previded for 
Home Affairs.

PARIS, March 8.—For some time rumors 

have been current that the new French 
legisiation in regard to insurance companies 
might have an unfavorable effect on the 
position of the American insurance com- 
panies in France. 

The new law was viinandl March 17, 1906, 
and until the present date the “ réglement 
d’administration publique ” interpretation of 
the new law, has not been drawn up by the 
council of state. It is stated that this delay 
is due to representations made to the French 
government by the ambassador of the United 
States with a view of obtaining authentic 
information regarding the position of af- 
fairs. 

A director of one of the leading insurance 
companies said: 

“The aim of the new legislation is to create 
@ state insurance department in France such 
as exists in Germany, Austria, Russia, and 
other Huropean countries. In itself it is an 
excellent idea. Such a department long has 
been wanted in France. If it had existed the 
record of Mme. Humbert would have been 
impossible, and the Caisse Paternelle, which 
failed some years ago, also would have been 
impossible. 

Provides Advisory Board, 

“ The new bill provides for the oreation of a 
body called com!té consultatif des assurances 
which was to act agan advisory board tothe 
minister of commerce in all matters relating 
to Hfe ineurance, and to aid the council of 
state in drawing up réglement @ administra- 
tion publique, laying down the lines on which 
the new law was to be enforced. This régie- 
ment will be containedin nine decrees. Four 
of these already have appeared, and the other 
five are yet to be drawn up. 

“As far as the American conipanies are 
concerned the new legislation isin every way 
welcome. All that we ask is to be put on an 
equal footing with the. French companies. 
What they can de we can do also. 


Reserves Important Issue. 

“One point about the law that has given 
trouble is in regard to guaranteeing reserves. 
For this object the law provided that these 
shall be inyested In recognized French secur- 
ities. Thig we are willing to do to the date 
from the time the law was passed, btt the 
difficulty was that there seemed a tendency 
to make the.measure retroactive, that is to 
say, make it apply to all policies in existence. 
This, however, would be a great hardship, and 

the French policy holders would be the first 
to suffer by it,

been, in) d in first class American securi- 
ties intetest at 4 to 44 per cent. If 
these invested funds be withdrawn from 
America and placed in French 3 per cent 
rome it will be equivalent te nishing 
their hing powers by 25 per cent.

Now she has re- 
appeared, not to charm audiences with her 
voice, but as a poor, homeless, broken wan- 
derer. It was in the dock'of the police court 
at Westminster the other day that the 
tragedy of her life was unfolded when she 
pleaded guilty to stealing a pair of boots. 


Tells Story of Her Downfall. 

Poor Marion Salter spoke in refined tones, 
aad all in court could see she was no ordinary 
homeless creature of the streets. With teare 
the woman confessed that her present degra- 
dation was due to drink, 

From the prisoner’s dock she handed « weil 
written statement to the clerk. In this she 
said she was @ reduced gentlewoman, ren- 
dered homeless and reduced to extreme pov- 
erty by the wrongdoing and treachery of a 
rich man who had solemnly. promised to mar- 
ry her, but married some one else. 


Neglect Drives Her to Drink. 


She had been a broken hearted, despairing 
woman ever since, and, with neither kith nor 
kin to protect or shelter her, had endured 
semi-starvation and homelessness. Mad- 
dened by the cruelty and neglect of her 
fellow creatures, she had foolishly given 
way to drink to drown her troubles. 

The magistrate said he regretter he had 
no alternative but to send her for trial.

Sneezing Scatters Germs. 

Coughing and sneezing were powerful ¢ 
distributors, he ‘declared. In regard to con- 
sumption he said that persons who lived un- 
der healthy conditions and were well nout- 
ished were practically unsusceptible, It wes 
an ugly thought, but true, he declared, ‘that 
practically everybody had frequently been 
infected. with tuberculosia or other germs, 
which were destroyed without being able 
to develop in their bodies.

While both the English 
and the Boers deserve great credit for having 
Geclined all offers of assistance from the 
blacks during their war five yeure ago, and 
for having excluded the Afro elemeni from 
the arena of the confilct, the reverses suz- 
tained by both belligerents In turn went far 
to impair the military prestige of the whites 
among the natives. Germany's reverses at 
the hands of Herreros have eilll further con-. 
tributed to destroy the former negrcid be 
lief in the white man’s superiority in war, and 
now we hear of the Ethiopian dispatch of 
dusky emissaries from South Africa to -he 
West African colonies, to the Soudan, and 
even to Abyssinia, with the object, it is said, 
of furthering the cause of pan-Africanism. 

How to arrest this pan-Africanism it is dif- 
ficult to say. Formerly we used to allow the 
blacks to slaughter one another without tr.- 
terference, and this prevented them frorm 
combining their forces or from becoming tov 
powerful. With our insistence upon civiliging 
them and converting them to Christianity wc 
have put @ stop to this, interfered, In a word, 
with tbe wise provisions of nature. Perhaps, 
after all, King Leopold, tn spite of all the 
abuse which he has received, understanis 
the question best. For according to the ev:- 
gence of the Congo committee he alone 148 
taken effective means to prevent the undue 
growth of the native populaticn in his great 
African dependency by depopulating it. | 


ABSINTHE CURSE TO SWISS. 


Drinking of Cheap Liquor Made from 
Chemicals and Raw Alcohol 
Leads to Crusade. 


GENEVA, March 8.—Absinthe drinking is 
the curse of French Switzerland, and crimes 
by absinthe drunkards have been #0 alarm- 
ingly frequent of lave that the Swiss press 
has started a crusade against the sale of the 
liquor. 

a the cantons of Vaud and Geneve over 
100,000 signatures have been obtained to a 
petition urging the government to suppress 
the absinthe distilleries. During the last few 
months a series of murders and attempts at 
murder have beem traced to persone who 
are confirmed absinthe drinkers, and who 
committed the crimes while under the in- 
fluence of the liquor. 

Most of the absinthe sold in emai cafés 
at a penny a large wineglassful is made 
from chemicals and raw alcohol, and this 
is the stuff drunk by the poor, for the reason 
that it is cheaper than wine and beer. Good 
absinthe is of the same price as good whisky, 
but little of this is found in this country, as 
the greater onde is exported to France and 
Beigium. 

The canton of ‘Neuchatel ao ger vpon ite 
revenue on the make.and sale of absinthe, 
and from this quarter there is much cpposi- 
tion to the crusade. Not only the men but 
the women and, to a lees extent, giris and 
boye have developed the habit of absinthe 
drinking, which threatens to sap the man- 
hood of the Swise and the French cantons. 
There is every likelihood that in a short time 
the matter will come up for the consideration 
of the French authorities.

REFORM IN RURAL COURT SYs- 
TEMS FIRST ON PROGRAM. 


Radical Members of the English 
House of Commons, Elected by the 
Workmen, Insist That Clergymen 
Shew More Zeal in Protecting 
Pheasants than They Do Women— 
Poaching Considered More Heineous 
than Wife Beating by Jadgeés.

| LONDON, Feb. 22-—One of the much heed- 
ed reforms which the new government will 
take in hand at the behest of the radical and 
labor méiibers of pafilament is that of the 
county am@ borough magistrates, who are 
responsible for so many travesties of justice 
in the name of English law. They are ap- 
pointed by the lord chancellor, who is sup- 
posed: to exercigé hls powers impartially. 

‘For the last sévent®en years, until the I!b- 
eral party came into power, that exalted 
office (the lord high chancellor ts the foremost 
person in the staté a..er the royal family 
and officially 4 ted as the keeper of 
the king’s conscience) has been held by Lord 
Halebury. Lord Halsbury its a firm. be- 
liever in Andrew Jackson's doctrine that to 
the victors belong the spoils. Rural migis- 
trates get no salaries, but the positions are 
much coveted because of the petty dignity 
and authority which they confer. 

Lord Halsbury’s appo!ntments have been 
grossly and systematically partisan. He has 
packed the benches with tory squires, who 
regard property as the most sacred thing on 
earth and consider poaching a far more 
heinous offense than wife beating. There 
are many church of England clergymen 
among them, but these reverend gentlemen 
as a rule display far more teal in protecting 
pheasants than in protecting women from 
brutal assaults. 


Regard Poaching as Heinous.

Bluebirds have come and robins, steal- 
ing into the city by ones and twos. By 
hundreds of thousands other heralds of 
spring are entering the city. Every mail 
brings some tempting invitation from 
steamship or tourist companies telling of 
“so mapy ways to wander in, so many 
things to see.” The flight of birds brings 
longing without the wing, but some of 
these booklets of travel with gaudy cov- 
ers, and phototypes, and maps will stir 
the wanderlust in the heart of people who 
ean heed the call and go. Others must 
stay here and do their journeying by 
proxy, but none the less one welcomes the 
certain sign of the approach of spring. 

There are places near the city and in 
the city where spring flowers will be 
blooming soon quite as gayly as the pop- 
pies in the fields of Italy. The lilacs will 
not be quite so early as in France, but 
they will be just as fragrant when they 
come. All the delights that the spring- 
time brings are suggested by the coming 
of these reminders of the world outside 
the daily round. 

Chicage is a good place to spend the 
spring in. There is a variety in the 
weather which is hardly equaled  else- 
where. If a change of climate is desired 
it is only necessary to wait a few. days 
and the change comes. The parks will 
soon take on a vernal freshness that will 
fill vaeant hours with charm. The Art 
institute and the Field museum can fur- 
nish. occupation for rainy days not far in- 
ferior to the galleries and. museums of 
transatlantic cities. There’ are untrodden 
ways within the city limits which will 
repay the lover of the beautiful or the 
quaint. There are foreign quarte's as 
unlike the ‘boulevards as anything to be 
found. The sights of Chicago ‘which 
travelers visit here are largely unknow 
to the inbabitants of the city. Few real 
Chicagoans have seen the rolling mills or 
other great industrial establishments 
which visitors from all over the world 
come to see. A man who can get a week 
day off can spend it profitably in seeing 
something of his city. 

Trolley lines make it possible to take 4 
day’s trip into the country some time 
when the sky is blue and the air warm.

So 
far as nature goes the Illinois near 
Starved Rock is more attractive than the 
Avon or the Marne. The human interest 
is not so great, but it is not entirely lack- 
ing.

PUT DOWN THE eOODLUMS. 

Jailer Whitman comes near the mark 
when he says the young hoodlum class is 
responsible for most of the crime in Chi- 
cago. There are known professional crimi- 
nals of high and low degree in Chicago, but 
if they were to be driven out assaults, 
burglaries, and holdups would continue. 
Mr. Whitman has had opportunities for 
watching the hoodlum’s progress from the 
street corner where he loafed and insulted 
passersby to the county jail by way of the 
bridewell. He says it is not enough for the 
police to drive the gangs of embryo crim- 
inals off the streets and then let them alone 
when they congregate in clubs. He would 
have every policeman learn his beat thor- 
oughly, know all the young loafers, and 
keep track of them. 

When Simon O'Donnell was doing police 
work around Halsted and Twelfth streets 
thirty years ago he did precisely what Jailer 
Whitman says every patrolman should do. 
When he saw boys becoming a little too 
wild he talked to their fathers, and if that 
did no good he kept them under surveillance. 
He knew the young roughs of his district 
and managed to keep them in tolerable 
order. 

The city at this time is full of gangs of 
young, unsuspected criminals, Occasional- 
ly the police arrest one of them and find to 
their surprise that he has been concerned 
in a dozen or more burgleries, covering often 
a period of several months. The hoodlum 
graduates into a professional criminal with- 
‘out the knowledge of the police. 

A patrolman with a beat a mile square 
capnot be expected to acquire much knowl- 
edge of the bad boys within his bailiwick. 
He might easily get more'than he does, but 
it is manifestly impossible for him to do 
what Jailer Whitman thinks he ought to do. 
Loafers are converted into criminals almost 
before his eyes, and he cannot see it. That 
is peculiarly true when his beat covers one 
of the swarming tenement house neighbpr- 
hoods. 

The close supervision of the hood/ums is 
needed for the prevention of crime, but it is 
absurd to talk of that supervision with a 
police force as small as that Chicago has, 
even if all the men who compose it were 
unsurpassed in zeal and intelligence. Seven 
hundred men cannot familiarize themselryes 
with the multitude of hoodlums. 

Crime will rage with increasing vielddéc 
in Chicago until the city shall be adequately | 
policed. 
plies the money. The money can be had by 
raising the low saloon license to $1,000. |At 
that figure it will be lower than the rate in 
the other large cities of the country. If the 
eouncil will double the license next week it 
will be able to make provision in this year’s 
appropriations for the addition of 1,000 men 
to’ the police force, and much can be done 
to check the growth of hoodlumism.

crime. The small parks system of Chicago 
meets with generous approbation as a great 
step in advance, affording “ a chance to live 
a freer, sweeter existence, to work and care 
for the city, which, aside from Boston, has 
taken the first big step for the care of its 
people.” 

Here comes the chance for some manor 
men of wealth. Each one of these social 
centers develops its hopeful and promising 
youth, Boys and girls find in the play- 
grounds and recreation machinery a way 
out into the light. They get a vision of a 
higher life made possible through education 
and training. But, too often, the vision is 
a fleeting one, because of the necessities of 
home environment and home restriction 
which force them into the routine of the 
wage earner, when they might be far more 
valuable to society if they had a chance. |In 
every city high school there are many youths 
who might add much to the true wealth of 
Chicago if they had means to gain a higher 
education. The principals appeal to the col- 
leges here for free scholarships for these 
likely pupils, and the response has been gen- 
erous and hearty. But there is a limit to 
endowment funds for such purposes and 
many of the young people fail to get the de- 
sired chance. Hopefulness soon becomes 
hopelessness, and the great majority finds 
new recruits to become by and by the wards 
of the city, which might have made then 
the hope of democracy. 

The great fortune left by Cecil Khodes for 
the Americanization of conservative Oxford 
would revolutionize conditions in Chica 
in a few years.

THE PASSING OF POETRY. 
A Boston poet has recently been looking 


through the files of six of the leading Amer- © 


ican monthlies for 1905, and his investiga- 
tions have led him to the conclusion, not 
only that the editors of these periodicals are 


poor judges of good poetry but that they are, 


averse to the publication of poetry, whether 
good, bad, or indifferent. His statistics 
seemingly warrant his conclusion, for out of 
9,0.8 pages of literature contained in these 
six magazines 9,703 are devoted to prose and 
| 216 to poetry. 


Even the Atlantic Monthly, which used to 


be the thesaurus of Longfellow, Emerson, 
Holmes, Aldrich, Trowbridge, Lowell, and 


a score or so more of poets living within a 


radius of twenty-five miles of Boston, out 
of 1,700 pages gave but twenty-four pages 
to poetry, and how much it begrudged this 
waste of paper is shown by a note which 


the editor sent last year to his contributors | 


asking them not to furnish any more poetry 
until further notice. The same investigator 
also complains that editors of other maga- 
zines have turned the cold shoulder to the 
muse and sometimes\in a caustic way, not 
only intimating that the poetical contribu- 
tions are too deep and subtle for their read- 
ers, but that their readers are not demand- 
ing poetry of any kind, 

The advertising pages of two of the most 
widely circulated magazines in March more 
than confirmed the gloomy declarations of 
the Boston poet, for they seem to convey the 
impression that poetry in the abstract is in 
a desperate condition. These two maga- 
zines advertise among the new books for 
1906, one volumé of essays, one of philos- 
ophy, one of humor, four devoted to art, five 
to domestic and sociological problems, six to 
scientific subjects, six to animals and nature, 
eleven to biography, eleven to politics, and 
fifty-one to novels, the majority of the latter 
bisyllabled in title and either so-called 
problematical or historical in subject, and 
not one volume of poems. 

Those fifty-one announcements of all 
kinds of novels by all kinds of writers, heard 
and unheard of, tell the story. Everything 
comes in waves at present. There are waves 
of crime, waves of graft, waves of culture, 
waves of doctrines, waves of problems, and 
in literature waves of fiction. These last 
named waves are rolling and surging in at 
such a rate that they have overwhelmed 
everything which has come in their way, 
Poetry, being of a light, ethereal, gossamer 
sort of fabric, has been the first to give way 
and has been left stranded high up the beach 
in a most foriorn condition. The disaster is 
the more complete because this is a des- 
perately prosaic, hard, matter of fact, scien- 
tifie period, in which the muse stands no 
more show than the grasshopper in winter. 

But the Boston poet should take heart. 
These times wii] not always last. Other 
days will come and under more, propitious 
skies the gentie poets will woo the muse and 
canter on Pegasus to their hearts’ content. 
The old poets are not forgotten: Already 
there are signs of a révival of interest in. 
Byron, Shelley, Keats, and ‘Wordsworth. 
Even the Boston poet himself may yet have 
the opportunity to rol] his eyes in a fine 
frenzy and sing “ but as the linnets sing” 
by the sedgy banks of the Charles. Poetry 
is only eclipsed, not lost.

I think it may be said without fear of 
contradiction that twenty-five years’ experiment with the law as it now 
exists in Kansas has fortified the people’s hearts in its favor. 

Legislatures do not consider the regubfhission of the law. The peo- 
ple in the country districts would overwhelmingly outyote any antag- 
onistic element that might be found in the cities; but I do not for one 
moment take the position that it is impossible to create even in the large

The prohibitory amendment to ee constitution of Kansas was sub- 
mitted to the people by the legislature of 1879. After full and intelli- 
gent discussion of the measure by the people for a year, the amendment 
was adopted by a general election in 1880 by a vote of 91,874 against 
$4,087. The legislature of 1881 gave effect to this constitutional pro- 
vision by a statute which went into effect ‘the first day of May, 1881. 
From that time to the present this statutory amendment has been the 
source of discussion and of action in many different ways among the 
people of the state of Kansas. The law itself has been on the statute 
books new nearly twenty-five years, and it may safely be said that by a 
larger majority than that which .voted the law into existence twenty- 
five years ago the same law is believed in and upheld by the people 
today. 


Alexander von Humboldt says of himself: “I was 18 saith of age, 
and yét knew nothing.

_the attention of physicians and hygienists have been especially directed 


to the evil which overpressure may work upen the youthful organism. 
It was in 1877, I think, at the congress of hygiene at Nuremburg, that 
Prof. Finkelburg spoke of this for the first time. 

The conclusion of that congress was that the German school system 
interferes with physical development, more particularly with'|sight; that 
the brain work in the schools is excessive; and that physica] culture is 
neglected. . 

Physiology cannot say with certainty how much fatigue the brain is 
capable of standing without overpressure, nor at what precise age it 
can sustain fatigue without injury. Certainly it is never wel] before the 
sixth year to fatigue a child in school. On the other hand, moderate 
mental exercise assists the development of the brain, for, as physiologists 
say, function makes the organ. There is an intricate network of causes 
and effects, acting reciprocally one upon the other. A brain must be 
made to work, just as a field must be cultivated to prevent its running 
wild. But the instant that study becomes exhausting it ceases to be 


i 


drawing almost double the salary allowed the department head himself. 

Can even the head of the most conservative business in| the world 
eoncede that here is a situation for calm, silent aequiescence on the 
part of a young man who has had the temperament to rise to|such-a po- 
sition?

Every one in Kansas knows that certain places in. the state have 
deliberately nullified the amendment and have disregarded the statute 
as enacted, It does no harm to mention these places, for every one 
in Kansas and those who are familiar with the state know their names 
quite well. It is not vilifying these places to put them on the roll of dis- 
honor so far as this particular disobedience to law is concerned, for they 
have put themselves on that roll by their own act. The cities which have 
for twenty-five years refused to obey the law, and have accepted a con- 
dition of defiance to the constitution, are: Atchison, Leavenworth, 
Wichita, Kansas City; Fort Scott, Junction City, Pittsburg. There 
could also be added to this roll, which has practically for the better part 
of these years been the same, other smaller towns and communities 
which at different intervals have tried to be a law to themselves. The 
city of Topeka has from the beginning, through the public sentiment 
of its population, demanded enforcement of the law, without always 
securing it, owing to the fact that under some city and county. admin- 
istrations the entire number of officers in authority were opposed to or 
indifferent to the enforcement of the law. 

The law has been a center of attraction for different kinds of people 
in rallying around a common yantage ground where men of different 
political views and of ‘different religious views could unite on the one 
issue of law or lawlessness. One of the things which has helped to 
unite the different churches in Kansas has been the fact of this con- 
etant mora! issue created by the enactment of the law. 

The value of such public sentiment is incalculable in the protection 
of the community from those who would destroy it for the sake of 
bloody gain or for the exercise of their personal passion.

When Cervantes wished to make Don Quixote mad he had him read 
much and sleep little, In this way his brain became enfeebled, and. then 
it was good-by to sound judgment. From this moment began those 
sublime extravagances with which we all are familiar. 

Experimenters and artists work under the most favorable condi- 
tions, for they alternate manual work with mental labor; but even among 
artists I have met characteristic examples of overstrain—produced 
usually by the continued contemplation of their mental images before 
they attempt with brush or chisel to reproduce them on canvas or in 
marble. 

But among politicians and men of business overstrain is common. 


_In proof of this one has only to consider that most terrible result of 


eerebral exhaustion—madness. In one of his writings Prof. Andrea 
Verga gives the Italian census of persons afflicted with madness during 
the years between 1874 and 1888; and he finds that the Jews furnish 
the largest contribution, the proportion among them exceeding three per 
1,000. The same result is obtained in every country of Europe, and 
“must be attributed,” says Verga, “ to the feverish anxiety with which 
this strong and intelligent Semiti¢ race pursue their interests.” 

But American politicians surpass in this respect the Jews of Europe. 
In the District of Columbia there are 5.20 cases of insanity per 1,000. 
This figure I have taken from Scribner's statistical tables, and I am 
ignorant of the cause of such an enormous proportion. In the state

First of these op- 
portunities I would have found in accepting my salary and showing my 
confidence in the fairness of my employer; in indicating to him that I 
regarded my opportunities in the work as worth far more than my 
pay. Then he might have seen that I was broad enough to see that I 
had an advantage over my employer by placing him in my debt—an ad- 
vantage indeed, for the law of compensation makes the debtor pay not 
only the daily balance, but it demands an exact accounting for every 
penny's interest figured and compounded.” 

Here, if the employer is to be believed, he is in the position of repri- 
manding the plain proposition of the employé that he should be paid for 
the work done day after day, while the same employer is telling the 
employé how to put the employer ip his power, that finally he may exact 
more than his due together with a@ compound interest on it all! 

It is a bad thing when a business begins to barter with an employé, 
making wage reductions because of the prestige of that business. /t
